the fact hy the decay at the top. 

So in the .social or politicnl worl<l. Vir- 
tue is the basis of all. Tiiis is the vitaliz- 
ing principle. If it fails to circulate 
thron;:!) all the veins to permeate evi ry 
j avenue of societv, then demoralization and 
I decay will be the result. Aa the mortal 
I body must die just so far as the l)lood fails 
|to circulate, so the body politic becomes 
I paralyzed and dead, jiist so tar a. virtue, 
I witli all its means, are rejected. I'y a law 
'thiit ^loverns all created thin;j;s, when a 
! iiieinber sutlers, all the body suffers. The 
dying limbs aflects the whole tree. The 
felon on the finj^er atTect.s the whole l)ody. 
The social fabric, whether of church or 
stafe, is not exempt from the operation of 
this law : 

"Like people like priest." The child 
iinitates tne vices as readily, or more so. 
as the virtues of the parent. The great 
mass of mankind have scarcely any hiyher 
standard of virtue, of ri^'ht and* wron?, 
than the enactment of civil law. This is 
manifest when we look at the law of usury 
in the different states. What is wrong in 
one state is pronounced not wrong in an- 
other. Si) men are educated to regard hu- 
man law as the standard, and only stand- 
ard, by which to gov^rn their acts. Hence, 
law-makers who believe and act on that 
line "frame mischief by law," and "if the 
foundations be removed what can the 
righteous do ?" Once adopt this doctrine 
and elevate the standard, and the founda- 
tions are gone. We, as a nation ran on 
this line in re({ard to African slavery until 
we came to ruin's brink. Can we aflford 
to do so again ? Every law enacte<l was in 
the interest of the slaveiiolder. Stronger 
and stronger were the chains riveted on 
the limbs of the victims, in utter disregard 
of virtue or right, tinlil at lii^ the chains 
were snapj)ed asun<ler by the sword of 
fengeance. .The system was demoralizing 
iti the #hiteg as to the blaclc. Demorali- 
zation wa.s the result from top to bottom. 
Shall we not learn a lesson ? Our govern- 
ment is now run in the interest of another 
class of slaveholders. They "toil not, nor 
d<; tliey spin ;" they own the f^overninent, 

dictate its laws, and gather in, bv legisla- 

anoa, also the^^v* «iuKtnMnta the lirt>6r of thefr leilaw- 
conntrymen. 

Injnatice, oj>i)ression and robbery are 
in such bold relief on much of onrnational 
legislation that it is now looke<l f()r as a 
matter of course. No surprise is express- 
ed now-p-days at the most hienous act of 
le^zislation. The public conscience is de- 
moralized. 

Itisexpected that every officer of the p)v- 
ernment will coiue out with a fall i)ocket, 
as a matter of course. W^iec whisky 
frauds, I)e Oolyer swindles and star route 
thievery haj>pen to crop out, and an in- 
vestijjation i.s called for, that investigation 
will be 6to))ped as soon as it threatens to 
implicate some one in high ofiioe, or just' 
as soon as it has made all the capital pos- 
sible lor the party. The demoralization is 
working its way down. The mafsses see 
how they have been (lui)ed, cheated, 
swindled and sold out, and the tendency 
is to spread the spirit al road. Injust c.%op- 
pression and robbery are enacted into laws, 
by which millionairies are made to ^jrow 
up like mushrooms in a night, and no 
wonder that our young men catch the 
spirit, and aV)andon the old way of hon- 
estly plodding along in pursuit of wealth, 
but adopt the way of the lords ol the land 
— the Goulds— and gather in fortunes by 
stock gambling and legalised stea)iiig. As 
the toilinf^ slave in the cotton fiela knew 
the master was living in luxury and idle- 
ness from the fruits of his unrequited la- 
bor, and felt himself justified in appropri- 
ating enough from the potato tield and 
cbiflMfi cofint W#at«My the 4nm'^9i*lt.

Where is the one officer of the govern* 
ment that t^oes out of otiice p'lor Si-ein;:

inntter how obtained, how natural that 
Yuuutf America should imbibe the spirit 
and follo^r the example of those who, 
onaaalarv of a few thotisands a year, 
secure ana lay by hundreds of thousands ? 
All the great cotnbinations formed for the 
purpose of amassing wealth, the biill< and 
bears of trade have no conscience but are 
based on the "cussedness** of avarice, and 
are sending down through every avenue 
of society tlie deadly virus of dishonesty. 
The worst men are not in tlie penitenti^iry. 
The men who mak'' coi ivrs (if pork and 
'•read, and compel the liiinjrry, starving 
poor to pay unreasotiable j)rices or starve, 
just because they have money and can do 
it, deserve to be in a prison by tlicm-elves 
so as not to demoralize our common con- 
victa. But if government ignores the great 
crime, we will and must have an increasinjr 
crop of little crim s. If lawii are made to 
shield the big criminals, it is hardly fair 
to punish the little ones if we could. 
Extremes will meet. If we permit the 
one to exist we will have the other.

Dwight Brown, living near Erie, Pa., 
is a poor but very devout man. Mf .

On the 
following day, as Mr. Brown was walk- 
ing along the highway, he foiltaA a 
" wallet " containinf? $20[) in gry(;nl)ack8. 
Just ahead ut htm was Juhu Orowell, 
whom the priaoaer nmat hare known 
hod dropped it, but Brown; believing 
this to be an answer to the earnest sup- 
plications of hiiubvif aad wife, took the 
money home, and there was great re- 
joicing in the family, followed by fiill 
meals for his wife and children. The 
Aett day clothing for the half-naked 
family was purchased, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown earnestly believed they had found 
the royal road to wealth. But a little 
later an ofhcer eavae with a warrant and 
arrested the head of the household on a 
ciiarge of larceny. At the trial a frank 
atatement of the whole case was made 
by the lawyer who kindly offered to de- 
fend Brown. He recited the ignorance 
of the prisoner, which was acoompanied 
with a devout belief that Qod had an- 
swered his prayers' in the manner da- 
scribed. Some of the money tuA been 
spent aa deaeribed, but thereftt had been 
turned over to Crowell, and besides tUi, 
all the household eflecta ot the poor 
man had been put into the hands of the 
officers to be sold to make ttfrfhe defi- 
ciency. The Judge, in passing sentence, 
said he mulerstood the prisoner to be a 
bard-working ma», and that the tempta- 
liaa bad come to him in a peculiar man- 
ner. He would err, if at all, on the side 
of justice, and so he sentenced Bfown 
to pay a nne of one dollar and to be con- 
fined in jail one day. The case is a

The funeral of Harry .Stoy, of Lafayette, 
Ifld.,who told his love to hold his coat for 
a remembrance, tnd then threw himself 
under a locomotive, took place on Tuesday. 

The body of Ferdinand Winter, of Cin- 
cinnati, who was supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide at Huntington, has been 
exhumed and submitted to medical tests, 

foul play being suspected. 

The body of Earl Crawford and Balcar- 
res, stolen some time ago from the family 
vault in Abbotshire, has been found in the 
grounds of the family estate. A man sus- 
pected of complicity in the theft has been 
arrested. 

"Tug" Wilson deposited $1 2,700 in a New 
York bank as his share of the winnings of 
Monday night's fight. He has challenged 
Sullivan to fight him for $2,600 a side 
within four months for the championship 
of the world. 

In Pittsman Valley, New Mexico, Henry 
Jansen and Charles Bonestein, Swedes, 
and Wm. Warton, fought about a blanket. 
The Swedes cut Warton nearly to pieces. 
He, in turn, killed Jansen and mortally 
wounded Bonestein. 

(reneral Grant has been giving his opin- 
ion upon the eastern question to a Record 
reporter. He sides with England, and be- 
lieves an English protectorate would help 
develop the resources of the country and 
improve the condition of the people. 

A band of fifty Revolutionists, under 
the leadership of Emiliano Daniel and Ale- 
jo Zepeda, captured the town of Toualo, 
Chiapas, Mexico, on Tuesday. An attack 
was afterwards ina<le on the Revoluiotiists 
by Cautain Santa Ana Gauzmau and sev- 
eral of their number were killed. 

On Thursday last, Dr. Keys was released 

from an insane asylum at St. Joe, Mo., 
where he had been confined two years, 
after having killed Dr. Roberts, at Mill- 
ville. The next day Keys went to Mill- 
ville, atrainst the advice of his friends, 
where the sou of the murdered Roberts 
saw him and killed him with a pistol shot. 

The plucky stand made by Cincinnati 
brokers, who have for three days taken 
pork and lard at each decline, until 
they have turned the movement their 
way, has checked the panic in these sta- 
ples, an<l the Chicago market was consid- 
erably braced up Tuesday. There waa a 
steady decline in wheat at Chicago all day, 

however. 

Another day and night have passed 
without any material change in the 
situation at Alexandria. The English 
continue to guard their lines careful- 
ly, and the Area are nearly all extin- 
guished. The army of Arabi Pasha is said 
to consist of a little more than six thou- 
sand men surrounded bv starving women 
and children. In the English Parliameut 
and in the French Chambers the political 
pbare of the war was energetically dis- 
cnsisd. The close co-operation of the two 
powers atoms likely to ensue. The French 
Cabinet adopted a resolution based on 
tbrea coodiuoiiib vis: Torkoy'a raplyt) 



the indentical .lote of the Powers inviting 
the Porte to send troopii to "jplgypt ; decis- 
ion of the Conference, and toe sanction of 
Parliament. Subject to these conditions 
the two Governments are now entirely 
agreed in retjard to the terms upon which 
their forces undertake to restore order in 
Egypt. In the House of Commons 8ir 
Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
sai<l that the identical note addressed by 
the Powers to the Porte was still unans- 
wered. It is reported that Arabi Pasha is 
preparing to move. Disappointment and 
mdignation are most keen at the great 
blunder of allowing the favorable moment 
for ending the revolt at a stroke to slip by, 
while the troops are detained inactively 
by orders from home.

Renarkable Relies. 

From Nature. 

On Tut'f-day eveninjr, Mr. Kcane cxliibi- 
ted at the Anthropological Institute, on 
behalf of the finder, Mr. M. 8. Valentine, 
of Pliohinond, Virginia, some very remark- 
able stone objeit^ recently discovered by 
that archaeologist in the neighborhood of 
Mount Fis^an, North Carolina. In the 
, oonrpe of his remarks Mr. Keane explain- 
ed that these were merely a few typical 
specimens selected from an extensive col- 
lection of over two thousand ai tieles, part* 
ly in stone and partly in micaceous day 
found in this upland reirion, l>etween tiie 
Alleglinnv and Blue Mountains, during 
the years' 1879 82. The material oi the 
slone objects Is almost exclnsively steatite 
or soap-stone, which abounds in the dis- 
trict, and which might almost seem to 
have been sculptured with metal instru- 
ments, so perfect is the workmanship. 
The objects themselves are absolutely of a 
unique type, consisting partly of human 
and animal figures, either in the round or 
in various degrees of relief, partly of house- 
hold utensils, such as cups, mugs, liasins, 
dishes, and the like, ])artly of purely 
fancy and other misceraneous articles, 
lllustratinK the tastes, usages and cul- 
tare of the unknown people bv whom 
they liflve been executed. Collectively 
they present, ^Ir. Keaue maintains, a uni- 
que sehool of art developed at some re- 
mote period in a region where the pres- 
ence- of civilized men had not hitherto 
been even suspected. The human type, 
which presents great uniformity, while 
still by no mens conventional, is distinctly 
non-Indian, according; to Mr. Keane, but 
whether Mongollc or Caucasic it Mould at 
present be premature to decide. All are 
reoresentett as fully clothed, not in the 
hairy blanket of the Red Man, bat in a 
close-fitting well-made dress somewhat 
after the modern " united garment" fash- 
ion. Some are seated in arm ohairs ex- 
actly resembling those known as Ingestre 
Chairs while others are mounted on the ani- 
mals, which they had domesticated. These 
animals, themselves are stated to be mar- 
velously executed. Some of them repre- 
sent the bear, the prairie dog, and other 
quadrupeds, as weil as biriM Ol North 
America. But others seem to represent 
types of the Uld World, such as the two 
' hamped Uaktrian camel, the rhinoceros, 
hippopotamus, and European dog. Tlicre 
are also some specimens obviously execu- 
ted«ince the af*pearaheeof the white man, 
as shown by the horse with hi.'? rider, lire- 
arms, shoes, «Jcc. The material of all these 
has a much fresher look than the others, 
and is of much ruder workmanship, as if 
thev were the work of the present race of 
Ind ians. These races are unUoubtetllv of the 
pure Indian type, Mr. Keane stated, and 
r€Cogni/.e*l themselves as intruilers in this 
region, where they liad certainly been pre- 
ceeded by more civilized peoples, sucn as 
themounil Imilders, and others wlioiu tlu-y 
had traditions and who they had extirpated 
long before the arrival of the Europeans. 
Amongst these extim t [ eople were the 
Allen or Alleuhewis, whose name survi- 
ves fn the "Alleghany Mountains." These
